What Boycotting Means. 

The extraordinary .state of terrorism 
prevailing in some parts of Ireland by 
the system of boycotting in operation, 
is forcibly illustrated by the experi- 
ences of Mr. N. U. D'Arcy, county 
Limerick. Ha has gradually been de- 
prived of the services of the laborers 
and others in his employment, 'T have 
now," he added, "but two left, and one 
of thern a few days ago, on the death 
of his mother, could not g >t a coffin for 
her at any price. The smith who work- 
ed for me for years refused to shoo my 
horses. 1 could not this day, in'the 
town where I. was born, get bread, 
meat, groceries, or, in fact, a penny- 
worth of either the convenience or 
necessaries of life. My wife and daugh- 
ters are doing the work of the house, 
with a child of ten or twelve years old 
to assist them. My ruilkwoman left me, 
crying bitterly at being obliged to go 
away, leaving 37 milch cows on my 
hands. I cannot sell at any fair or 
market either cattle, sheep, pigs, corn, 
hay or in fact any produce of my 
farms."

Scientific. 

M. Edouard Ileckel of Marseilles, 
has called attention to the new prospec- 
tive source of gutta-percha in the Butv- 
rospormum Parkii oj Barsia Parkii, of 
the interior of Africa, from the seeds 
of which the natives already extract a 
kind of butter. The plant possesses 
many advantages. It is very widely 
diffused; it will grow apparently in the 
most desert, gravelly soil, it matures in 
four years, and it is available to a cer- 
tain extent, to native tasto, as a food 
plant. 

The bed of the ocean, says a recent 
writer, is to an enormous extent cov- 
ered with lava and pumice-stone. Still 
more r- markable is it to find the floors 
of the ocean covered in many parts 
with the dust of meteorites. Between 
Honolulu and Tahiti, at a depth of 
'2, 155-0 fathoms - over two miles and a 
half — a vast layer of this material ex- 
ists. Falling upon land this impalpable 
dust is indistinguishable, but accumu- 
lating for centuries in the sea depths it 
forms a wondrous story of the continu 
nus bombardment of this planet by 
o metary bodies. 

At tin! Melbourne exhibition there 
was a complete dwelling house made 
entirely of paper and furnished with 
the same material. There were paper 
walls, roefs, ceilings, floorings, joists 
and stairways. There were paper car- 
pets, beddings, chairs, sofas and lamps; 
alsp paper frying pans and even the 
stoves, in which were bright fires con 
stantly burning daily, were of papier- 
mache. Wlien the builder of this man- 
sion gave a banquet, the table cloths, 
napkins, plates, cups, saucers, tumblers, 
cruets and even the knives and forks 
were likewise made of paper. 

Rubber cement: Fill a bottle one- 
tenth full of native India rubber, cut 
in minute shreds; pour in benzole till 
the bottle is three-quarters full; shake 
every few days till the mixture is thick 
as honey. Three coats of this will unite 
leather straps, patches and rubber soles 
with firmness. To make a patch invisi- 
ble shave the edge of the leather^ quite 
thin. 2. Dissolve a quantity of gutta- 
percha in chloroform or carbon bisul- 
phide, until the solution has the con- 
sistency of honey. Thin down the parts 
to be cemented; then spread a small 
quantity of the cement well over the 
parts to be joined. Warm the parts 
over a flame or lire for half a minute; 
bring the surfaces to be united togeth- 
er and hammer well or clamp firmly. 
The cement dri* , « in a few minutes. 
Eight ounces bisulphide of carbon, one- 
half ounce oil of turpentine, one and 
one-half ounces pure rubber or gutta- 
percha. Shake occasionally, keeping 
tightly corked for thirty-six hours, 
when it is ready for use. Rub the patch 
with a smooth, hot iron. 



Cruel English I.miri Laws. 

Instance's of the beneficenca and 
beauty of our land laws turn up in all 
sorts of places. Here is one, Bays the 
London Truth, which has come to light 
through the medium of the Liverpool 
Bankruptcy Court. A generation ago a 
peasant in the neighborhood of Onus- 
kirk entered, with his sou into a twen- 
ty-one years' lease of some bogjland, at 
a rent of £1 an acre. The son, illiter- 
ate but determined, devoted himself 
heart and soul to the improvement of 
the land, at the same time hiring him- 
self out, with his wife, to other farmers 
at a daily wage, to scrape together 
money enough to live, and working at 
his own land in the evening, and at 
other spare times. By dint of careless 
exertion he contrived to drain, loam 
and manure the land, and in ten years 
its quality had so improved as to enable 
it to bear average crops. Then he pro- 
spered in a small way, and still, fired 
with the ambition to take an honest 
place among the yeomen of his native 
country, he borrowed .£200, every pen- 
ny of which was devoted to enriching 
the land. Not or.,i shilling did the own- 
er, Sir Thomas Hesketh, subscribe by 
the way of assistance. The lease expir- 
ed, and then came the landlord's op- 
portunity. The tendency was continu- 
ed yearly, but at a rental of £3 per 
acre,- the luckless farmer being thus 
lined 200 percent, as the penalty for 
his own industry, self-sacrifice and 
thrift. The increased rent, together 
with the loan he had incurred and the 
bad agricultural seasons, brought him 
to the Bankruptcy Court, where, ruin- 
ed, soured and desolate, he doubtless 
meditates curiously upon the eccentri- 
cities of Nineteenth century civiliza- 
tion.

ttlOil MEN CONTRASTED. 

Van Jorbilt, to whom death latoly came 
like a bolt out of the blue, acema to have 
had very little of the philanthropist in 
his composition. Hin benefactions while 
ho lived were insignificant ; and when he 
died and hia will waa read it was found 
that he had left little if anything to chari- 
ty or useful objects. Vunderbiit's income 
was above £25, 000,000 a year, §500,000 a 
week. §70,000 a day. Ho delighted in 
horseflesh, fjood dinners and wine ; but 
considering his opportunities for doing 
good his deeds of kindness were 
few. His chief aim would appear 
to have been to found a 
family. Loland Stanford of California 
is another very wealthy man. liis income 
is about §10,000,000 a year, and his dis- 
position is the very opposite of Vander- 
biit's. Ho lias not waited for death to 
prove that he has a "fellow reeling" for 
his species. There is very littlo to ad- 
mire in the cold, hard, unfeoling man, 
who, with riches unlimited, can witness 
unmoved the masses growing up in ignor- 
anco and povorty, and who can die with- 
out a single kind thought for hia less- 
favored fellow-creatures. Stnnford has 
given away at least §20,000,000 
to found a university in California, and 
has in addition, endowed churches, ho3- 
pitals and homes. Vanderbilt can be cred- 
ited with but one great act. Poor old 
General Grant, ruined by the knavery of 
his partner, borrowed §100,000 of Van- 
derbilt to sustain the tottering concern, 
and Vandorbilt offered to wipe out the 
liability, an act of condescension which 
the great soldier declined to accept. Well 
may a Washington paper, in an editorial 
concerning sundry rich men, say: 
Viewing Vanderbiit's life at its boat, how 
poor and of little worth it seems in com- 
parison with that of Leland Stanford. 
Vanderbilt constructed no great public 
works; he bought but did not build rail- 
roads; ho kept in motion the ball that his 
fathor had rolled, and finally grew to be 
worth §100,000,000. Stanford's life has 
been a great factor in developing the re- 
sources of the country; he has planned 
and oxocuted grand enterprises which 
have added immensely to tho sum total 
of the world's happiness. He has been a 
source of competency to thousands who 
might have elao continued to live in pov- 
erty. Through his labors the possessions 
of great communities have been doubled 
or quadrupled in value, and yet, whilo 
now in tho activity of a busy, great ca- 
reer, ho takes a largo portion of his 
wealth and voluntarily lays it on the altar 
of benevolence — a gift to humanity. 

THE "LIBEL" SUIT. 

The action for alleged libol lately 
enterod against this paper mii3t certainly 
bo regarded, apart from any result to this 
paper, as an attr.ok upon tho liberty to 
publish honestly and in an unprejudiced 
manner news of proceedings recoivod 
through a legitimate channel, and judi- 
cial proceedings at that. The more this 
particular supposed ground of complaint 
is viewed the more absurd does it appear, 
and so, we feel sure, is it now (or soon 
will be) looked upon by the ontiro public. 
The Columbian echoes the general opinion 
when it remarks: "It mu3t occur to 
every person that such an action ia scarce- 
ly in keeping with froo institu- 
tions. If a newspaper lays itself 
liable to an action by copying 
what seems to bo a fair report of 
sworn evidence given in a judicial trial, 
the Bubatance of journalistic liberty i3 
clean gone and nothing but tho shadow 
remains. If the report is not a fair one, 
the fault lies with the Ottawa Free Press, 
and not with the journals which copied 
its report in perfect good faith. Hut if 
the report in itself is correct, and the evi- 
denco untrue, then it seems to us damages 
should be sought against McNanieo." 

Tho more wo ponder over tho circum- 
stances that led to„tho laying of tho com- 
plaint tho more remarkable the whole 
thing appears -.''and only tho exalted posi- 
tion that the plaintiff occupies prevents 
us from speaking of him and his suit in 
the terms they richly merit. • Tho action 
is one that deeply affects the privileges of 
the press, and wc shall bo prepared to 
meet tho iBsue in every competent court 
of tho realm, if necessary. Mr, Walkem 
cannot bring hi3 action on a moment too 
soon for the convenience of Tin Culunisl. 

A SCHEME TO ORANGE THE CLI- 
MATE. 

Among other schemes proposed to 
change tho faco of nature for the benefit 
of man is one to dam tho strait of Belle 
Isle, which separates Newfoundland from 
the '"mainland of British America. Tho 
strait is about two miles wido, with an 
average depth of 150 feot. Tho polar 
current passes through there and inter- 
poses a wall of cold water between the 
warm gulf stream and the shores of tho 
United States and tho British provinces. 
It is argued that on closing the straits tho 
gulf stream would skirt the American 
coast and materially change tho climate 
from Capo liatteraa to Newfoundland. 
Thia is not a bigger project than tho 
•scheme of transforming tho dosort of 
Sahara into an inland Boa, which is seri- 
ously contemplated, nor would it, if it 
accomplished the intended purpose, pro- 
duce greater changes. The Sahara pro- 
ject would reduce the temperature of 
southorn Europe and northern Africa as 
mujh as tho Belle Isle schema would 
raise that of tho American coast. It 
would be prematuro to dismiss either as 
impossible. Man is doing so much to re 
duco nature to subjection that it is haz- 
ardous to attempt to limit future possibili- 
ties. There might bo considerable room 
for doubt regarding the practical result of 
tho experiment. Its effect could only be 
coastwise at the best, but even at that it 
would bo a boon to the shivering residents 
of tho north Atlantic coast, for half the 
year, and would materially affect tho busi- 
ness interests of that region. 



THE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 
_c 

The city corporation have wisely re- 
solved to extend the usefulness of the 
electric light. Of the Sperry system 
nothing is known here from practical ex- 
perience; but the reputation of tho light 
is said to bo- well catablishod in the east. 
The tower system in uso here for some 
two years is fairly satisfactory, and it has 
been demonstrated t Rat with moro towers 
and lamps of groutor power tho light 
would be moro gonerally diffused than at 
present. The expense, however, would 
be very great, and tho council havo decid- 
ed to adopt for tho chief streets the 
"intersectional" principlo, by which a 
lamn will be swung at each corner and the 
says thrown up, down and across the 
streets. Tho towers will bo placed in the 
suburbs. Tho agent for tho Sperry light 
predicts that within a fow weeks Victoria 
will be the best lighted city on tho conti- 
nent.

After Baying this 
much I hold myself excused from reply- 
ing to further inquiries, rumors or allega- 
tions regarding the Irish question. 
(Signed,) Win. K. Gladstone." 

In response to ti: • request for his opin- 
ion of the homo rule proposals the Earl 
of Derby, who was a member of tilad- 
atono's cabinet, writes that the original 
plan for the establishment of home rule 
in Ireland had been materially modified 
by subsequent statements, and it is there- 
fore impossible for him to express an opin- 
ion on tho subject. 

GERMANY. 
BERLIN, Doc. L0 — The elections here 
for municipal councillors have resulted in 
the return of thirty five liberals, fiveanti- 
Bomitics and two socialists.

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Doc. 19. — Monsignor 
Capel'a work, "Tho Pope- Vicar of Christ 
and Head of the Church," has been issued.

THE PHILLIPINES. 
San Francisco, Dec. 19.— The Ty- 
phoon in tho Phillipine islands on Nov. 
9th, destroyed over 4400 houses, includ- 
ing thirteen churches, ten convents, 
eighteen lives lost and o00 head of cattle 
destroyed. This report only comprises 
the destruction of nineteen of tho thirty- 
four districts of island. Tho remaining 
fifteen have not been hoard from. 

EASTERN STATES. 

WlLLKESBARRB, Doc. 17 — Thos. lieen 
definitely decided that the disaster at 
Slope No. 1, Susquehana Coal company, 
Nanticoke, was caused by the caving in of 
the roof and the rushing in of a large 
body of water, which had accumulated on 
the surface from tho natural drainage. 
This water brought with it a vast quan- 
tity of coal dirt, which blocked tho gang- 
ways and passages and cut off the escape 
of a number of men in the upper lift and 
tho cave in was caused by the blast of one 
of the men now in the mine and tho exact 
number of men now imprisoned cannot 
ovon now bo told, but at G o'clock this 
evening it was believed that 29 persons 
wore in thejmine. Whether they are alive 
or dead cannot be told. If they be enabled 
to obtain fresh air they are undoubtedly 
still alive, and thoro is good hope of re- 
covering them. 

Cleveland, O.. Dec. 19. — A peculiar 
and dramatic sceno was witnessed in the 
probate court to day. Two years ago, 
Franz J. Poffinger lift his home in Ba- 
varia to seek his fortune in America. He 
left behind an u (ha need wife, Maria Epp, 
by whom it is alleged he had two 
children. He moved hero and promised 
to send for her ar, soon as ha could 
provide a homo. In New York Franz met 
Jennio Shoemohlin, whom ho married. 
The pair came to Ohio and went to live 
in Toledo. Two months ago at his wife's 
solicitation Fran/, sent for Maria Epp and 
his two children. They came on the first 
steamer, and in due time reached Toledo, 
where Maria Epp learned of the inarriago. 
Sho almost went wild, and Franz and his 
wifo wore almost equally frantic to ad- 
just tho matter. Franz bought 
twenty acres of land near Toledo, and 
the whole family attempted to dwell 
together in peaco, but to no avail. They 
drifted to Cleveland to-day and asked all 
the city officials, high and low, to help 
thorn out of their dilemma. They wero 
refused from one officer to another until 
they brought up in the probate court. 
Franz offered the wronged woman the 
Toledo farm, but sho at first refused it, 
saying that marriage alone could heal her 
hurt. She agreed to accept it, and tho 
trio will pass Sunday hero and fix up their 
differences if they can. Both women are 
quite intelligent and good looking. 

TEXAS. 

Galveston, Dee. 19 — A special to the 
News from Montgomery says that K. 
Jackson, the negro, who murdered the 
Smith family at Mink Prairie on the 
night of the 11th, was hanged by the 
mob at noon to-day at a point near tho 
town. 

Houston, Tex., Doc. 19. — Considerable 
excitement was occasioned here this after- 
noon by tho failure of the city bank of 
Houston, ono of the oldest financial in- 
stitutions in the city, and having a paid- 
up capital of 8500,000.

San Francisco, Dec. 19.— The Asso- 
ciated Press Yokohama advices give par- 
ticulars of the arrest of Calvin Pratt, 
forger, who secured about 814,000 from 
the Pacific bank, San Francisco, and who 
is wanted in Denver for a similar offence.

A special meeting of tho i council was 
held last night in the city hall; the mayur 
in the chair. A full board was present. 

DRAINAGE AND STREET LIGHTING. 

Coun. Earle moved that tho report of 
the committee, recommending that tho 
offer of Pickering & Co. (England) to 
furnish complete plan of an efficient sys- 
tem of drainage for the oity be, adopted. 
After some discussion it was on motion 
decided that the council Bhould not go 
into committee. 

Coun. Robertson complained that tho 
matter was being forcod through. Ho 
proceeded to discuss tho question of con- 
struction alluded to in the proposals print- 
ed in tho report. Being reminded that 
tho question of construction was not bo- 
fore the board (but merely that of obtain- 
ing plans and specifications), and that ho 
should stick to tho point, he grew rather 
warxn and threatened that if he met with 
obstruction while speaking to the report, 
he would movo that all tho thirty-five 
proposals be read out, and that he would 
discuss each separately. In declaring him- 
self in favor of Mr. Wassail's proposal ho 
complimontod that gontleman as being 
"none of your stand-off dudos!" a refer- 
ence which excited somo amusement. If 
tho council invited Mr. Pickering to this 
city to examine tho ground and submit 
plans, they would bo simply throwing 
away the i'CoO. 

Coun. Braden thought that a prejudice j 
might have been excited amongst somo | 
councillors against Mr. Wassail because ! 
of a report that the drainage system of 
Winnipeg, which Wassail had constructed, 
was a failure Peoplo should before bo 
lieving reports, endeavor to ascertain tho | 
truth of them. Ho was in a position to 
state that that system was satisfactory, | 
and he wished to see the best plana pro- 
cured and see them most efficiently car- 
ried through for the least possible money. 
This could be done by accepting Wassail's 
proposition. 

Coun. Mnlvillican thought that Was- 
sail's proposal was vague in certain parts. 
This might bo unintentional or otherwise, 
but the city had experience of this kind 
before, and for this reason ho was not in 
favor of the offer. 

Coun. Grant thought of tho three pub- ! 
liahed proposals that of Pickering it 
Orompton was the most lucid and unmis- ! 
takable; that it stated exactly what would | 
be dono for a distinctly stipulated sum. 1 
oxcept that it loft it uncertain whether j 
tho more minute details which would not | 
arise until advanced construction would be 
considored in tho estimate. Wassail's 1 
proposal No. 1 was explicit, and guaran- 
teed that as much would be done hy him 
for §2500 as Bickering et Orompton would 
do for §3250. 

Councillor Smith aasurod the last 
speaker that tho oity wanted no prelimi- 
nary plan of a system and that Waaaall 
had made his propoaitijn in that way in 
order that eventually he might obtain the 
work of construction which ho would 
bo able to carry out according to his 
planB while thoy would not bo sufficiently 
explicit for others. 

Councillor Toaguo (to Councillor Grant): 
Will you tell mo why, if Wassail's propo- 
siton No. 1 is sufficient, ho encloses a 
second one which ho Dromises to fulfil for 
for a sura of §0250 1 

Coun. Grant: Bocauae it is moro in do- 
tai'. 

j^Several councillors : That shows tho first 
one will not meet what ia wanted. 

Coun. Earle explained in regard to tolo- 
graius sent to Mr. Boll, who had submit- 
ted certain plans, but the cost of work 
carriod out according to them would have 
been too great, and to tho popositloc 
made by the council to purchase those 
plans for a moderate sum, Mr. Bell 
had shown that ho was not inclined to 
accede. As Coun. Teague had shown in 
his question to Coun. Grant thero must 
bo some difference in the work Wasaall 
proposed to do as contained in his two 
propositions. One thing was certain, 
thero were parties in tho city — he would 
not say in the council — who woro leaving 
no stone unturned to procuro the accept- 
ance of Wassail's offer. (Hoar, hear ) 

Coun. Warner would be as pleased to 
see Wassail's proposal accepted as any 
other, but unfortunately the proposer had 
gone about it the wrong way and was 
therefore thrown out of tho field. Nearly 
every applicant had seemed to associate 
the possible accoptanco of their plans with 
the work of construction. It should be 
clearly understood that when the plans 
were submitted, the cash would be paid, | 
and there the bargain might end. There I 
were engineers in this city competent to 
oonstriict tho works from the plans, and 
tho employment of them would save the j 
large amount of wo ley, that would have to 
be invested, from going out of theprovince, 1 
He would support the committee's report. 
(Hear.) 

Coun. Robortaon having again spoken, | 
the motion that the offer of Bickering eY. 
Crampton, so far as it related to the gen- 
eral design and other particulars which ( 
Pickering & Co. promised to furnish for 
i'050, be accepted, was put and carried by 1 
a vote of six to three, Oouna. Robertson, 
Grant and Braden voting in tho negative. 

The meeting then adjourned.

Tue Disgraced Boston Parson. 

Boston, Nov. 20.— Rev. W. W. 
Downs' audience tonight was enor- 
mous — fully ten thousand people being 
gathered within thewalls of Mechanics' 
Hall — and his utterances were of an 
entirely new nature. It seems that 
Downs has abandoned the idea of pos- 
ing as a martyr, and will hereafter ab- 
use all who believe him guilty of sin. So 
to-night he let fly at his enemies in the 
Bowdoin square Church and at the 
Baptist denomination as a whole, while 
Mr. Tuber curae in for a generous share 
of condemnation. The crowd, which 
packed the hall to its utmost' capacity, 
was, as a rule, well behaved, but ap- 
plauded in a manner not at all sugges- 
tive of a Sunday evening, or of a reli- 
gious service, as this was alleged to be. 
They were drawn undoubtedly by the 
announcement that there would be a 
baptizing during the evening, and the 
big wooden washtub which had been 
improvised as a baptistry and stood in 
front of the desk, was the centre of at- 
traction all through the preliminary ex- 
ercises. The live candidates, two men 
and three women, ascended tho plat- 
form with Downs, clad in their bap- 
tismal robes, and occupied seats while 
tho "sermon" was in process of de- 
livery. The text was, "Let them shut 
the doors and bar them" (Nehemiah 
vii, 3 ), and after announcing it Downs 
launched forth in an extraordinary 
harangue which lasted nearly an hour. 
He first gave obvious reasons for bap 
tizing in this place. These people, it 
will bo remembered, weie refused ad- 
mission to membership at the last 
church meeting. Had they been admit- 
ted they would lmvo given the Downs 
party control of the meeting. Downs 
devoted his ontire remarks, after 
making this explanation and eliciting 
frequent bursts of approval from the 
audience, to a vituperative attack on 
everyone who has indicated or express- 
ed opposition to him within or with- 
out the church, terming the writer of a 
recent article in the Watchman "a slan- 
derous, malicious, libelous liar," and 
tearing & copy of the paper in shreds. 
After applying similar epithets to vari- 
ous other persons — being always care- 
ful to mention no one by name — he 
said that he had long prayed for crowds 
in his church; he had tried the attrac- 
tions of music and decorations, but the 
Almighty said not yet. At length the 
Lord has chosen the net called scandal, 
and that drew tho people in. It was no- 
body's business if God chose that meth- 
od. Tho conspirators against him, 
Downs said, were still at their nefari- 
ous work, and might triumph for a 
time, but he would come through all 
right, and this was the proudest, hap- 
piest moment of his life. 

The immersion followed the collec- 
tion, and terminated the evening' per 
formance. The ceremony was perform- 
ed in the usual manner, the vast au- 
dience standing on the seats and watch- 
ing every movement curiously. — Chi- 
cago Times.
